Perfect election weather and the four stirring persoji- 


alities of the two major races in the state election appar- 
ently were stimulating more than average interest for an 
off-year election among Lincoln voters Tuesday. Although 
many precincts at noon reported the vote as average w rather 
light, a still larger number reported unusually heavy bal- 
loting. 


As usual the voting was running 


for the most part at about 20 per 
cent of the registered number up 
until 12 o'clock with the exception 
of some of the precincts where ab- 
normal voting was recorded. Sum- 
maries of votes cast in precincts 
' throughout the city, as reported be- 


tween 11:30 and 12:30 showed 
streaks of intense interest. 
Indications early Tuesday after- 
noon were that an unusually heavy 
rural vote would be cast in Lan- 
caster county although scattered 
districts reported light voting dur- 
. ing the morning. Most of the poll- 
ing places which could be reached, 
however, reported the voting heavy, 
in some cases estimating it would

cated early in the day that the 
national total would fall far below 
the record set in the Hoover-Smith 
campaign of two years ago. 
Where local campaign enmities 
were bitterest, special precautions 
wer taken against disorders and 
the'early hours produced few dis- 
orders. At Danvile, Ky., a negro 
was fatally shot in an election 
quarrel, and Kansas City, Mo., two 
arrests followed the reported kid- 
naping of an election official.

Construction Will Wait 


Several Years Due to 


Lack of Money. 


Acquisition of a 27.9 acre site for 


a new senior high school in Lincoln 
to serve Havelock, University Place 
and Bethany was announced by the 
board of education at its regular 
meeting Tuesday morning. The 
building probably will not be erected 
for five years on account of lack of 
finances according to Superinten- 
dent M. C. Lefler. 
The site, which will cost about 


$26,730, has all been conveyed to the 
school district with the exception of 
a few lots which will have to be con- 
demned because of inability to find 
the owner. The property is bounded 
by Adams street on the north, Bald- 
win on the south, and by Sixty-first 
and Sixty third streets on the west 
and east respectively. Byron E. 
Yoder of C. C. Kimball & Co. ne- 
gotiated for the property on behalf 
of the school board. 
The building for this location and 


purpose would cost approximately 
three quarters of a million dollars, 
the school estimate No arrangements 
have been made for floating the nec- 
cessarv bonds. According to Superin- 
tendent Lefler, the Increased burden 
on the school district occasioned by 
annexation of the several suburbs 
in recent years has left little out of 
the income of the maximum 15 mill 
levy for retirement of bonds or pay- 
ment of interest. No bonds will be 
.floated until such arrangements can 
be made, he stated. 


Want Higher Mill Levy. 
That the next state legislature 


may be asked to raise the mill levy 
for the Lincoln school district is con- 
sidered possible by Mr. Lefler. 
It was farther pointed out that 
the suburbs have brought a half 
million dollars in bonded indebted- 
ness to the school district through 
annexation. In spite of this and the 
five million dollar local bond issues

per 100 000 population, which wai 
set at 3.7 against 4 1. The census 
bureau estimated this registration 
area holds 95 per cent of the Unit- 
ed States population. 
Declines took place in New York, 


Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, New 
Jersey, Maryland, Michigan and 
Missouri. Increases, however, weie 
shown in Massachusetts Wisconsin 
and California. These eleven states 
completed the list of those reporting 
more than 100 such deaths.

of recent years, the total outstand- 
ing bonded liability of the school is 
only $4,583,500. 
When the new senior high scool is 


built it will take the place of the 
Jackson, Bethany and Havelock high 
schools, which will probably be used 
for elementary purposes. 
To test claims of natural gas eco- 


nomy, the school board voted to in- 
stall the new fuel in the Randolph 
building. This structure was selected 
because its present heating plant is 
not equipped with a stoker and must 
be fed by hand. The cost of installa- 
tion was approved at $960, figures 
compiled by the school districts 
engineers on the basis of the claimed 
efficiency of natural gas showing 
that the expense would be recovered 
in out more than nine years.

'schedule. 


Refunding Havelock Bonds. 


Refunding of $29,000 of the bonds 
"inherited" 
from 
the 
'Havelock 


school district -was approved. The 
bonds are to mature serially $1,000 
on each January 1 until 1942, in 
which year and until 1950, the 
maturing amount is $2,000. The 
bonds are to bear 4 per cent semi- 
annual interest and provide the 
payment of a premium of $12 per 
thousand dollars by the school dis- 
trict. The contract is being made 
with the Lincoln Trust Co., and the 
First Trust Co., and the Continental 
Co.In recommending the adoption o! 
a serial plan of retirement, Charles 
Stuart, 
member 
of the 
board, 
stressed the importance of binding 
future boards to a systematic retire- 
ment plan, at least as rapid as the 
depreciation of the buildings. "If 
we leave these bonds optional, there 
is a tendency to let them slide and 
pile up, so that in some one year 
an extraordinary 
total must be 


liquidated." 
Superintendent Lefler also recom- 
mended the serial plan as an im- 
portant factor in stabilizing the 
Budget. 
Upon receipt of a request for the 
use of the Havelock high school 
auditorium by the Havelock Build- 
ing and Loan association, the board 
agreed to place the shop town 
school buildings under the general 
rules previouslr adopted. The re- 
quested use did not contemplate 
charging of admission or taking up 
of collections and the board agreed 
to allow the use of the room fcr 
$15, 
according to the scale.

CONSTITUTIONALITY 
OF STATE STATUTE 
QUESTIONED HERE 


Constitutionality of a state sta- 


tute passed in 1929 relative 
to 


rendering service upon non-resi- 
dent owners of motor vehicles was 
challenged in a special appearance 
filed in District court late Monday 
in the case of Henry Fleshner 
against Dan Schmer. The statute 
provides for the appointment of 
the secretary of state as the at- 
torney for all non-resident owners 
and for serving upon him all legal 
processes in any action in which 
such parties figure growing out of 
damages to loss to persons and 
property. 
The defendant's attorney charges 


in the appearance that the statute 
is a violation of a citizen's consti- 
tutional rights to due process of 
law and alleges further that the 
statute is void on the ground that 
it purports to amend a state law 
of 1922 but does not contain such 
section 
or repeal 
such 
section 


within tis provisions. 
It is also charged in this case 
that the service is void in respect 
to the contested law because the 
plaintiff failed to fUe with the 
clerk of the court an affidavit 
with respect to the method of 
service as required by the act. 
The suit grew out of an auto- 


mobile accident on September 18 
at Twelfth and J streets. The 
plaintiff claimed that he sustained 
severe injuries and asked

ITALIAN MIGRATION. 


It was only the imagination of a distinguished pres- 


ent day novelist which pictured the migration of a na- 
tion of people from their homeland to a region re- 
puted to be flowing in milk and honey. What the 
thousands, who joined in that trek over a great moan- 
tain pass, experienced constituted a thrilling and ab- 
sorbing novel. Caught in the snows and cold which 
were perpetually a part of the lofty summits of the 
mighty range, many of them perished, and the sur- 
vivors were reduced to the most dire straits 


Three times now in the last five years there have 


been great migrations in widely separated parts of 
the world, and in each instance it was threatened 
starvation which resulted in large elements of popu- 
lations leaving the native sod for strange lands. First 
a great tirouth in one cf the wildest sections of the 
big game country of Africa forced the tribes to seek 
food and shelter in neighboring provinces. Then the 
northern provinces of China experienced the loss of 
crops for three years, and in the famine which fol- 
lowed, more than five million people moved into the 
southern part of the country. 


It is the Italian migration into Switzerland and 


France which is the most puzzling, however. It has 
been going on for three years, secret^ and unheralded. 
Mussolini, the Italian dictator, has been extremely 
careful to suppress the facts from common knowledge. 
One of the first acts of Italy's strong man was to 
clamp down on Italian immigration. 
He refused to 


permit his countrymen to leave the country, insisting 
it was necessary the nation 
should have its 
full 


strength. For years thousands of Italians had been 
coming to the United States to seek wealth and hap- 
piness. Even before the rigid restrictions 
of the 


Johnson law were enforceable, Italian immigration 
had dropped because Mussolini would not allow peo- 
ple to leave. 


Already over crowded, and impoverished, Musso- 


lini has been unable to provide work for those forced 
to remain at home against their will. His pretentious 
public works program, his speeding up of industry, 
and his efforts to stimulate agriculture could not pro- 
vide enough jobs for them. They were confronted 
with starvation, or an escape through the high moun- 
tain passes of the Alps, because Mussolini had all of 
the ports carefully guarded to prevent emigrants from 
leaving through the ordinary channels of travels. 


During the summer between 5,ood and 10,000 men, 


women and children have fought their way through 
snow and ice, and across dangerous trails in order to 
reach freedom. An early fall and winter, closing the 
high and seldom traveled passes to even, the most ex- 
perienced mountaineer has precipitated a tragedy, dis- 
patches from France indicate.

PANAMA'S BIRTHDAY. 


Just twenty-seven years ago, on November 3, 1903, 


the republic of Panama came into existence, and three 
days later, on November 6, it was recognized by the 
United States. It was a quick and bloodless revolu- 
tion, its success being entirely due to the money and 
influence of this nation, and the same day that we 
recognized the new government, Bunau-Varilla, who 
was already in Washington, was appointed ambassa- 
dor to the United States. Two weeks later the canal 
treaty was signed. 


It is not only unlawful, but is inethlcal to engage 


in filibustering expeditions against a friendly state, 
but there is ample proof that the plot to split the 
province of Panama from, the republic of Colombia 
was hatched in Washington and that it was fathered 
by the administration. In fact Roosevelt made no 
denial, saying rather boastfully that "We took it," 
which was denied by the Panamanians, who insisted 
that the credit belonged entirely to them. 


Nevertheless, it is a fact that there were American 


gunboats on hand at the time the revolution broke 
out, and that these prevented Colombian troops from 
landing, the excuse for such action being that our 
treaty required us to protect the railroad across tne 
isthmus. 
A few troops had landed before our boats 


arrived, and when their officers reached the city of 
Panama they were taken into custody, given money 
and sent back home. 


An amusing occurrence in connection with the af- 


fair was the action of our acting secretary of state, 
who cabled during the afternoon of November ,3 to 
the consuls at Panama and Colon that he understood 
that there had been an outbreak and asking that he 
be kept informed. This was several hours before the 
outbreak took place, and he was so iniormed by the 
consuls, who stated that it was to occur at 6 o'clock 
that evening. The Washington official was a good 
guesser, but he guessed too soon. 


Years later the United States paid Colombia $25,- 


000,000 for her lost province, which was just about 
half what she expected to get. This was, as a matter 
of fact, the only real act of imperialism in which the 
United States ever engaged, and it hurt,us greatly in 
the eyes of the people of Central and South America. 
Every move we have made in Latin America since 
then has been misconstrued if possible, and our mo- 
tives have always been questioned.

NO ALLIANCE WITH CRIME. 


Refusal of a Chicago judge to consider a trade with 


Scarface Al Capone, by which the gang leader would 
have given up certain of his activities in exchange for 
freedom to 
operate 
others, furnishes at 
once a 


striking illustration of the extent to which crime has 
woven its way into Chicago life and of the beginnings 
of a sincere attempt to eradicate it. 


No alliance with crime could hope to accomplish 


the purpose of destroying a baleful influence from 
the life "of that community. And the trade proposed 
would have been nothing else than an alliance with 
crime. From a standpoint of pure expediency, Chi- 
cago would perhaps have gained a temporary bene- 
fit through the withdrawal of Capone from labor 
racketeering by leaving him free to conduct his beer 
business unhampered. But it would have been at the 
cost of permanently freeing a great city of gang lead- 
ership and domination. 


For however much Chicago may dislike to admit it, 


it has been under gang domination and to a great 
extent, is today. 


The decision of the Chicago judge should be the sig- 


nal for war. Capone can hardly regard it as anything 
else. He is firmly entrenched. He knows the inade- 
quacies of law and its methods when faced by a stal- 
wart, organized resistance. He knows the effective- 
ness of force when applied with vigor and 
without 


squeamishness. 
He knows the difficulties of an or- 


ganized public opinion being made effective in the 
midst of the multitudes of other concerns of all classes 
of citizens in their daily life. 


It is no easy task that faces Chicago. Yet if it is 


to make its city one in which life can be lived rea- 
sonably, comfortably, wholesomely, and without ex-

ANSWER. 


The origin of evil has taxed the 


best, brains of earnest thinkers in 
every age, including these of the 
prophets and apostles. But no sat- 
isfactory theory has yet been dis- 
covered. The narrative in Genesis 
deals with the fall of man as a pre- 
historic event -which served his fel- 
lowship with his Maker. The third 
chapter of that document reflects 
the disturbance of a conscience vio- 
lated by illicit desire and the be- 
trayal of dutv. Experience still at- 
tests the truth of its description. 
But whatever evil's oriorin may be, 


its activities prove that it is neither 
an illusion nor solely the survival 
of man's primitivisms. His choice of 
wrong as against right persists in 
cultured as well as backward peo- 
ples, and is frequently more deter- 


mined and fatal in the former than 
in the latter. It is that power of 
choice by which we create our own 
character and destiny. 


In permitting us to use it as we 
please, God showed Himself the 
Great Adventurer, who entrusted 
His children with the options 
of 


good or evil of life or death. 
He 


craved in them intelligent and vol- 
untary devotion, and undeniably the 
oppositions of evil have contributed 
Lo the development of man's stead- 
fast loyalty. 


Would you upon second thought 
assert that humanity has not mani- 
fested its Maker's love and wisdom? 
Consider the best achievements of 
the race in every realm of its en- 
deavor. Balance the ledger of man's 
deeds and misdeeds. 
In so .doing 
keep before you the truth of God's 
Fatherhood an tithe redemptive love 
that Fatherhood inspires. Do not 
stress the past too strongly. Remem- 
ber the future, with its promise of 
better things. Be more concerned 
with what shall be, and trust the 
Infinite Goodness pledged to its ac- 
complishment.

What is your interpretation of the 


Scripture: "If any man cometh unto 
me, and baleth not his own father, 
and mother, and vife, and children, 
and brethren, and sisters, yet. and 
his own life also, he cannot be my 
disciple." 


ANSWER. 


This verse occurs in the Gospel of 
St Matthew in the following form: 
"He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me, 
and fie that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me" 
(Chapter 10:37-38. St. Luke prob- 
ably records this passage in its origi- 
nal form. But St. Matthew's version 
is the best explanation of its mean- 
ing. At any rate, it was the explana- 
tion current in the church of the 
first century. 
Jesus cast His saying into this 


typically Semitic mode of expression 
in order to set forth the supremacy 
of his claims upon those who would 
be his true disciples. No tie, however 
precious, must be allowed to weaken 
a believer's allegiance to Him. Even 
life itself should not be cherished 
when the interests of His Kingdom 
are at stake. Great care must be 
taken not to misinterpret our Lord's 
words and so to neglect some of 
life's holiest obligations under mis- 
guided obedience to the above com- 
mand. 
It should be read in connection 
with His teachings concerning child- 
hood, the marriage relation, par- 
ental duty and the general conduct 
becoming Christian believers.

How is Tour Hearing? 
(Des Mcines Register.) 


With the school year just start- 


ing, attention might well be called 
to some 3,000,000 school children 
who are either actually afflicted 
with hearing impairment or are 
likely to become so if neglected. 


As deafness is a great social and 


economic handicap, it would be 
shrewd If parents had the 'children 
examined periodically by a compe- 
tent physician. 
Aside from con- 


genital deafness, -which is nearly 
always due to heredity, defects of 
hearing have three main causes: the 
diseased conditions of the nose and 
troat. infectious diseases as scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, and measles; and 
stoppage of the outer canal. 


The importance of normal hear- 
ing for mental development cannot 
be overemphasized. As Prof. Lewis 
M. Termah of Mand 
Stanford 
Junior university points out: "Hear- 
ing ranks in importance with vision- 
as«n avenue for the acquisition'of 
knowledge. In. certain respects. 
deafness is more damaeing to men- 
tal development than blindness. Al- 
though the blind child, uneducated, 
may grow up very ignorant, he sel- 
dom gives the impression of being 
mentally defective. The uneducated 
deaf child, on the other hand, 
nearly always appears stupid. School 
children who hear poorly are al- 
ways in danger of being mistaken 
by their teachers for dulltrds.'* 


This is readily understood when 
we- stop to consider the role of 
hearing in everyday life. Deprived 
of this sense, lanjuage development 
K stunted because speech is imper- 
fectly understood, and language is 
,t'ic main vehicle of mental progress.

ica—our films, our songs, many of

Believes Women 


Will Play Part 


In India Revolt 


PARIS, Nov. 4—(I. N. S.)—"When 


India obtains her freedom — and 
this is certainly coming very soon 
—no one will deny the large share 
the women played in 
bringing it 
about," said Haradi Muzumdar, one 
of Gandhi's 
principal 
followers, 


who recently stopped in Paris on 
his way to America. 


"After seeing how free and inde- 


pendent 
Americans 
were," 
said 


Muzumdar, "I was not so surprised 
to see my own country-women do- 
ing 
so much m this struggle to- 


ward freedom, but others were. My 
women are doing a large part or 
the work, this should ever be kept 
in mind and I hope that when the 
historians get busy to record this 
great step they will not forget the 
role they have played. 


"And 
they are the very highest 


women of India who are doing it, 
making speeches and showing their 
willingness to go to prison for the 
right. Two hundred of them are 
now behmid the bars 
and many 


more will probably be there before 
all is over." 
Muzumdar who was one of the 


famous "Salt Party," which he lik- 
ens to the Boston Tea party, also 
told aboat the famous little "Mon- 
key Armv," composed of tiny chil- 
dren from three to seven years old, 
•nho go about Bombay and 
other 
•cries carrying large banners writ- 
ten in English which they do not 
even understand, but which they be- 
lieve to be true 
Troons of little boys and girls 


from 14 to 17 years old, are also 
doing their bit by gome about the 
cities very early in the mornings, 
singing 
religious 
and 
national 


hymns under the windows of the 
sleeping. Haradi believes that this 
is going to bring about a fine revi- 
val of Indian music, choral singing 
•and old Indian instruments which 
have not been used for many years 


The spirit of revolution is every- 


where, this young Indian thinks, a 
determined spirit which is bound 
to make for freedom or dominion, 
but the constructive work which is 
making the British government sit 
up and take notice is really only to 
be found so far in Bombay. As 
soon as it spreads to other centers, 
India will be saved and this mo- 
ment is not far off, according to 
Ins predictions. Before March 31 
of the coming year, he believes that 
the governor general of India will 
go down on his knees before Gand- 
hi just as General Smuts did in 
1914. 
Gandhi considers this the 
last fight of his life and is now de- 
termined to be either an outlaw or 
jailbird until self-government is 
obtained.

A. T. Stewart, the contractor for 


whom Overton was working, and 
his liability insurer are directed to 
make these payments to Mrs. Ada 
A. Overton, mother of the children, 
as guardian. Mr. and Mrs. Overton 
were living apart at the time of the 
fatality, but he was contributing $10 
a week to the children's support. 
Under the law, his dependents ate 
entitled to receive two-thirds of 
that amount weekly until they be- 
come of age.

Neither proposal -was acceptable 


—for two reasons. First, neither 
Michigan nor Wisconsin wishes to 
have relations 
with Detroit or 


Marquette. Second, the Big Ten 
conference is standing pat on its 
rule against post-season football. 
The governors of the two states 


helped confound the situation by 
representing that the state uni- 
versities involved were obligated to 
o. k. the "charity" plan, but the 
conference stepped in to proclaim, 
in effect, that it refused to be 
hurrahed or razzed by politicians 
into upsetting conference tradi- 
tions against post-season football, 
whereupon the governors suddenly 
saw the light and took themselves 
out of the controversy.

REFORM URGED 


BY BRUENING 


German Chancellor Ad- 


monishes "All Liberty 
Involves Sacrifices." 


BERLIN. Nov. 4—(/P)—Admitting 


that the budget measure for the 
next fiscal year is drastic and will 
entail hardships, Chancellor Brucn- 
ing went before the reachsrat today 
to plead for the economic reforms 
which his government has made the 
principal object of its career. 


The chancellor admonished his 


hearers, and through them the Ger- 
man people, that "all liberty in- 
volves sacrifice." He asserted that 
Germany's foreign policy and her 
domestic economic and industrial 
life 
impel ativeiy 
demand 
early 


passage of the economic program. 


He reminded the reichsrat of the 


critical situation which prevailed 
in Germany for the first fourteen 
days after the general election, 
when victory of the radical ele- 
ments led to considerable popular 
excitement, and be concluded that 
"a certain amount of weariness 
and 
resignation 
must 
disappear 


from Germany's economic life and 
from her citizens." 
Must Be Permanent.

He declared that all this would 
be possible if the government's eco- 
nomic reforms would be put into 
effect. 
"While the Young plan 
brought 
to 
Germany liberation 


from foreign control," he said, "is 
it not up to the government to 
see that Germany makes the right 
use of this freedom? It must, be 
made secure and permanent." 


Herr Bruening stated that in re- 


cent conferences with premiers of 
the federated German states he had 
outlined to them confidntially the 
purposes of the German foreign pol- 
icy so that they would realize the 
necessity of financial and economic 
measures proposed. 


From all parts of Germany, he 


said, business men advise the gov- 
ernment that they are ready to in- 
vest capital and place new orders 
Drovided only that the government's 
financial and economic program is 
put through at the earlies pos- 
sible moment. 
The chancellor said the govern- 


ment was ootimistic enough to be- 
lieve that Germany might 
prove 


better able to overcome some ef- 
fects of the world economic crisis 
than some other countries. He ap- 
pealed to the reichrat not to lose 


p itself in,petty criticism but to con- 
jsider the entire proposed legislation 
from a broad viewpoint.

Kaier was kidnaped last Thurs- 


day night by four men who posed 
as federal orohibition agents and 
said they were taking him to the 
United States district 
attorney. 


Hoffman said Kaier was acquainted 
with Joseph (Peajacket) Wozniak, 
alleged Ecorse rum runner, who was 
indicted two years ago on chaiges 
of bribing United States 
customs 


border patrolmen. Wozniak was said 
to have brought Kaier home from 
Toledo. Agent Feared Trap. 


After the retired real estate man 


had been kidnaped, his wife re- 
ceived a demand by telephone for 
$10.000. This later was reduced to 
$3,000, but when she went to a ho- 
tel to pay $2,000 of the ransom, the 
kidnapers' agent did not appear, ap- 
parently fearing a trap. Two taxi- 
cab loads of detectives had fol- 
lowed Mrs. Kaier to the hotel, and 
detectives waited in the lobby near 
her.

"Backfiring" on Exactly Same Principle That Devastation of Forests 


Is Stopped; Would Create Explosions To Manufacture 


Heavy Winds in Any Given Locality.

West Indian hurricanes on exactly 
the principle that forest fire devas- 
tation is stopped is the latest pro- 
posal of science. 
The idea, originated by the late 
Dr. William S. Franklin, former 
profesor of physics at Rollins col- 
lege, lias been submitted to me- 
tearological and other scientific au- 
thorities according to plans made 
before his death, 
A hurricane, he held, probably 
gets much of its tremendous energy 
like a forest fire, by feeding upon 
certain favorable conditions lying 
waiting in its path. 
This hurricane "food" lies in a 
peculiar formation of the atmos- 
phere, in which a lower layer of 
warm, moist air is topped by a 
great blanket of abnormally cold 
air. 
The potential energy in this 
combination, due to the tendency 
of the -warm air to start rushing up 
ward. Dr. Franklin said, is tremen- 
dous. 
If, he said, as a hurricane ap- 
proaches such an area, a series of 
artificial explosions could start the 
local Tsarm air to rushing upivard. 
a local storm micht begin and 
create an area denuded of its po- 
tential hurricane energy. 
To produce these backfire storms. 
Dr. Franldin suggested steel cones, 
about 100 feet in diameter and sev- 
eral hundred high, open at the top. 
In the bottom of each he -swrid 
explode several tons of gunpowder. 


each explosion projecting upward 
about 3 tons of air. 


Dr. Franklin said that no one 


could predict whether such a plan 
would succeed, but that certain pre- 
liminary observations which could 
be made safely, are well warranted 
in view of the tremendous losses 
froi\ hurricanes. 
The plan was sent to TJ. S. Sena- 


tor Duncan TJ. Fletcher of Florida 
who .-vibmitted it to the U. S. 
Weather Bureau, which advised 
that it was not feasible. It was 
sent also to the bureau of stand- 
ards which returned a similar re- 
plvFranklin began advocating the 
plan -two years ago while a member 
cf the Massachusetts Institute ol 
Technology faculty.

Costume Details. 


The coat was of black tweed with
